The  students  will  get  “practical  hands-on  train¬ 
ing  and  learn  what  to  do  to  aave  lives,"  said  Karren. 

Utah  and  Salt  I  Jike  County  physician*  will  serve 
as  supplementary  guest  lecturer*,  no  students'*  ill 
be  exposed  to  active  emergency  medical  techni¬ 
cians  and  their  experience*. 

Pharmacists  from  the  Intermountain  Poison 
Control  Center  and  respiratory  therapists  from  loc¬ 


al  hospitals  such  as  UVRMC  and  Cottonwood  Hos¬ 
pital  are  also  scheduled  to  lecture. 

According  to  Ray  Petersen,  assistant  professor 
of  health  education,  there  are  three  additional  be¬ 
nefits  for  students  who  enroll  in  the  course. 

First,  they  ran  use  the  training  to  improve  their 
personal  live*.  Second,  the  training  can  help  stu¬ 
dents  to  secure  a  ;ob  more  easily.  And  third,  a 
trained  EMT  can  get  employment  as  a  technician  to 
conduct  emergency  w  ork,  such  as  driving  an  ambu¬ 
lance  or  working  at  a  hospital. 

Instructions  o..  'he  Heimlich  Maneuver,  mouth- 
to- mouth  resuscitation,  the  treatment  of  injuries  to 
different  parts  of  the  body  and  the  art  of  bandaging 
will  be  offered. 

Information  on  heart  attacks,  strokes,  com¬ 
municable  diseases,  epilepsy  and  other  topic*  will 
also  be  covered. 

The  class  is  offered  during  (all  and  winter  semes¬ 
ters  and  no  prerequisite  classes  are  required.
